Questions for the Sanitary 
Board.

A. 1.=On tho 18th instant T obtained a 
aamplo. of limewash io actual use in a 
Cbineaa house in Queen's Road West, and 
submitted it to the Bacteriologist for 
examinstion. He reporta that it contained 
no micro-organisms ; that it was unable to 
support the life of the micro organisms of 
plagae, of typhoid or cholera, and of 
sevoral others with which he oxporimented; 
that one part of the limewash added to five 

| parts of n culture liquid containing actively 
rowing ‘organisms of the above diseases’ 
Eilted the organisma within twolve hours ; 
‘and that.the limewssh, when dry, did not 
appear to favour the growth of these 
organising.

Although the festival is generally 
known .amongst foreigniss aa tho Dra- 
gon Boat Festival, it is more generally 
spoken of among the Chinese as Tuen 
Yeung. Tuen means ‘‘ upright” and Yeung 
is the sun. ‘Tho two characters stand for 
the summer solstice or midsummer. It is 
true that being a ‘moveable feast” it 
rarely cuincides with the actual day, but of 
this the Chinese take no cognizance. So 
like many othets of their popular festivals, 
it is connected -with -s-season of the year, 
and with tho movementa of thé heavenly 
bodies. 

Tho prime movers of this yenrly festival 
are the gentry of the neighbourhood, and 
these vie with osch other in their etraggle to 
creste enthuefssm, and win for themselves 
name and fams by a prodigal generosity. 
Occasionally certsin moneys, vested in a 
villige “temple, have been in time past 
voted for this ubject, and no efforts of the 
priests, even were they eodetermined, could 
Givert these funds into snother channel, 
Indeed both local gentry, and the carctakere 
of any particular temple, are generally will- 
ing to furnish the funds necossaty for the 
occasion, in roturn forthe focal reapeot and 
deference which they can then command 
frora their lees fortunate noighboura. 

Té is not often that money is given 
to the crews which -exert thomeelves 
for the amusoment of bystanders.- Roast 
pork and jara of peach and orange wing are 
the rewards given. But in addition to 
these 8 peculiar pudding ‘is preparcd, sod 
parts thereof, wrapped in the leaves of 
apecial flag , remineseent of the river'id 
Hunan,’ are’. retailed © and. eaten in 
hundreds of thousands.
